DEBUSSY SONATA 
PLEASES AUDIENCE 


Lewyn-Whitman Give Third 
Event of Series 


BY FRANCIS KENDIG 
One of the severest tests to which 
musicians can 4ubmit themselves, 
and one which but few would dare 
impose upon themselves, is the of- 
fering of a series of recitals and the 
maintaining of a high standard 
throughout. Last evening Helena 
Lewyn, pianist, and Ben itman, 
violinist, gave the third of’ their 
series of four sonsta recitals, And 
once more they charmed with 
style of presentation and novelty 
of eelection., 

Debussy’s Violin Sonata, Dvor- 
ak's Sonatine Op. 100, and Bee- 
thoven's G Major Sontat, Op. 96, 
were the works programmed, Nat- 
urally enough the chief interest 
centered arou the bussy com- 
position, not only because {ft has 
not been heard here before, but 
because it is a number of out- 
standing beauty among the thou- 
sands of compositions of mediocre 
modernity. 

To many people the music of 
Claude Debussy is incoherent and 
dificult to understand. He em- 
ploys idioms used but little, and he 
is more interested in securing a 
mood of fleeting fancy than in 
building a massive structure of de- 
sign. Once the style of purpose 
of the composer is learned, his mu- 
gic takes on a subtie charm which 
lingers in the memory like rare 
perfume. 

The sonata played last evening 
was just that; I think, personally, 

should rather have heard this 
sonata three times than to have 
heard three different sonatas. It 
is a number to be heard again and 


in. Nevertheless, we shali, no 


certos to the end of time, but we 
shall have to wait a long time to 
hear the Debussy sonata even 
once more. We are truly teful 
to Miss Lewyn and Mr. hitman 
for this rendition. 

I do not think I have ever heard 
Mr. Whitman secure so beautiful 
and rich a tone as he did in parts 
of the Dvorak. His rendering of 
the familiar movement of this 
number was Sf exquisite finesse. 
Miss Lewyn alances the piano 
tone and voliime splendidly with 
the violin. e classic number 
was done with clearness and quiet- 


ness. 

One of the outstanding qualities 
of this pair is their consistency in 
maintaining the right amount of 
volume; that is, regardless of what 
criticiam an individual might de- 
sire to make in matters of inter- 
pretation, thére is never anything 
in dynamic shading which is out 
of taste or offends the moat sensi- 
tive perception. They do not put 
especial fire or compelling 
personality into their renditions, 
nor do they rise to great heights 
or brilliant climaxes, but through- 
out everything is done with nice 
feeling and expression, correct 
tempi and rhythms, and their 
selections always merit the serious 
attention of every serious musi- 
clan.
